LORD CURZON'S NOTE OF HOPE. 

oREAT DRITAIN'S DUTY. | 


Lord Curzon, Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
was the guest of the Aldwych Club at 
Junchoon, on February Sith, at the Cen- 
nding-to the 
toast. of -his health he dealt with some 
aspects. of foreign affairs. 5 of

look at our own littl corner of tho inter- 
national canvas and to assume, becauso its 
colours aru of a rather lurid character, that 
everything is ving "badly ‘everywhere, 
including our.own country. We sco. oar 
own troops still engaged in many parts of 
the world, involved. in perils and in com- 
mitments which we would gladly escape. 
We sco the ‘peace of the world not iit 
although the war has been over for four 
ears, assurcd; ‘we see an anxious situation 
in the Ruhr; we secu tho economic situa- 
tion ‘of the world . sorely troubled an 
reacting gravely upon ‘the social and in- 
dustrial problems with which we are faced; 
we scon great mass of unemployment in 
our midst with a consequent financial 
burden “upon. otr people, and wo are 
tyather apt, lookiag at the caso from our 
own angle; to think that things are in a 
very bad way and are not making the 
progress they should. ., 

AYTER THE PEACE OF .VIENNA. 

My viow of the caso is rather. different. I 
think we ought to compare our present situa- 
tion, not with the years immediately Pp - 
ing the war, but rather with the years 
following the last great international con- 
valsion'n hundred years ago, whith wero in 
soine respects rather anslogous to our own. 
This morning I took up a-history of the 
world recently, written, and I read in tho. 
following passage about the situation of our 
own country after the battle of Waterloo," { 
will read it. to you:-~ : 
“The years which immediately succeeded 
the.Ponco of: Vienos are among the darkest 
in our history.
